— It 15 
true, be did afterwards refuſe taking the 
Oaths to our glorious Deliverer : But 
as he gave up one of the bet Biſhopricks 
in Englend for fo doing, and utterly dif- 
avow'd (as the Author of his Life in- 
forms us) carrying on a ſucceſſion in the 
preſent Nonjuring intereſt, I think this 
Conduct beſpeaks him to be at leaſt an bo- 
neſt Man. I am ſure his works in ge- 
neral, and Meaitations in particular, 
prove him to be not only an honeſt, but 
a ſpiritual and ſeraphic Man.—Per- 
haps, to Men of more diſpaſſionate Minds, 
ſome of his Expreſſions may appear 
rather too ſeraphic ; and therefore upon 
reading over my few Extratts, lately at 
Briſtol, and imagining that the Words 
real Preſence, tho' evidently meant b 
the good Bijhop oily of the Redeemer's 
ipiritual Preſence, . N is all the Pre- 
fence I know cf) might flumble ſome, I not 
only immediately eraf d them, but have 
frice made a fete Alterations in ſome other 
Paſſages, «hich otherwife by ſome might 
be judged excifticnable : And this I t1 uſt 
will aways be my Practice, eſpectaily 
when 
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when treating of ſo ſacred an Ordinau e 
as the Sacrament of the Lords Supper, 
and explaining the public Office of a 
Church. As for thoſe who are againſt 
any Offices or ſet Forms at all, either iu 
public or private; I ſhail only ſay,
